Our re- 
marks are not intended for any particular locality, but if they 
apply to any, they may consider themselves the persons for whom 
they are intended. Weare deeply interested in the welfare and 
prosperity of our schools. We long to see them stand on a high 
plain. ‘To be sure, we believe them to be steadily advancing, 
but they do not go upward fast enough to suit us. Generally 
speaking, our schools have made fair progress during the past 
year. Some of them have been blest with live, energetic, work- 
ing teachers, and others have suffered from inexperienced ones. 
We have labored earnestly for their welfare and feel that our la- 
bors have not been wholly in vain. We wish we could strike 
' some key-note that would arouse as earnest a feeling in the breasts 
of our fellow townsmen. We should be interested in the educa- 
tion of our children. We say we are, and perhaps flatter our- 
selves that we are doing a great deal for this glorious cause— 
education. Are we doing enough? Are we doing our whole 
duty? Do we feel satisfied with our efforts? We are paying 
money every year for the support of our schools, but is it wisely 
expended? Here is the vital question. In other matters involv- 
ing expenditure of money we may be verysagacious. Why are we 
not equally so in this? Why do we trust so much to others, instead 
of looking closely ourselves to see how the money we labor so hard 
to raise is expended? Let us open our eyes, brush away the’ 
cobwebs and look at this matter closely. ‘Too much care cannot 
be exercised in the selection of prudential committees. These are 
too often chosen without any regard to their fitness, but to gratify 
some selfish feeling or to promote some particular end. They too 
often hire the first candidate for the office of teacher who presents 
himself, glad to get the matter off their hands. Perhaps the 
Superintending Committee is disposed to be too lenient, and thus 
much evil may be caused through culpable neglect on the part of 
those who should know and do better. Many teachers possess 
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excellent literary qualifications, but lack that peculiar one, the 
ability to govern. What is it to govern a school properly ? To ~ 
enforce obedience at the point of the—rod? Far from it. It 
consists iu the ability to acquire and retain the love and confi- 
dence of one’s puoi's, and thus secure voluntary obedience. 
Where the time of the pupil is spent in devising ways and means 
to resist a teacher’s authority, but little time is left for learning 
lessons, but when children love their teacher as they may and of- 
ten do, they will care more for a smile of approval or a word of 
commendation from bim than for mischief, aad will dread his 
frown as they would a great calamity. Children are creatures of 
imitation. They are apt to form their opinions and shape their 
conduct by the pattern given them by their teacher. How impor- 
tant that the pattern should be a correct and proper one! How 
few teachers realize the responsibility of their position! How 
‘few reflect that they are not fashioning mere wood or mortar, but 
the immortal minds of those who are toshape the destinies of 
naticns, and exert an incalculable influence for good or for ill. 
upon their fellows: We have had many new teachers in the field 
during the past year, and any man of sense can realize that there 
is a vast difference between a raw hand and an experienced one. 
We have sufficient charity for inexperienced teachers. We know 
how it is ourselves; but we also know that some beginners would 
do well in some schoois, while they would do very little good, if 
no positive injury, in-other schools. For this reason we some- 
times think it would be better forall parties if the selection and 
assignmentof teachers were left wholly to the Superintendirg 
Committee. Of course it would not do to abolish the office of 
Prudential Committee for there are many duties that he can best 
perform. Besides this would prove unpalatable to a large class 
of our fellow men who consider an office ‘the highest earthly good, 
and are perfectly happy when the honors of some small official 
position are placed upon their shoulders. Not that we consider 
the duties of a Prudential Committee trivial in their nature, but 
the men who fill (or try to fill) the position are too often least 
qualified for them. Personal quarrels and neighborhood troubles 
too often show their evil fruits in the school-room, and are always 
to be dreaded and prevented if possible. 

The instances of tardiness in the winter schools were unusually 
numerous, owing to the unfavorable weather and bad traveling. 

Your committee have introduced “ Brown’s Manual of Com- 
merce” into all the schools, believing it to be very valuable as a 
work of reference, and realizing the necessity of such books in our 
schools. In May last, the school committee and selectmen voted 
unanimously to unite district No. 4 and district No. 16 to

be known as district No.4. We hope that good may result 
from this union, and that the new district will labor unitedly to 
advance the interests of their school. We would call the atten- 
tion of Prudential Committees to the provisions of the Gen, Stat- 
utes which prohibits them from paying teachers before they have 
shown certificates from the Superintending School Committee that 
their registers have been properly filled out and returned to them, 
Greater care should be taken by teachers to make these reports of 
their schools accurate and trustworthy. . 

In concluding these genera) remarks and retiring from the 
board of school committee, we desire to thank the children of the 
schoo!s and the parents of the several districts for their many 
kind words and deeds, and we earnestly hope that they may be 
blest according to their deserts, and that our schools may become 
a source of pride, standing second to none. 


District No. 1. Northwestern. 


Prudential Committee, E. S. Follansbee. Abbie M. Jones, of 
Weare, teacher both terms. Summer term, 8 weeks. Wages 
$22 ; No. of pupils 17 ; average aitednance 16; not absent one

16; arithmetic 18; grammar5; geography9; composition 
7; history, philosophy, geology, natural history and algebra one 
each. We felt at our first visit that the school was in good hands 
and our second proved that we were not mistaken. We believe 
that the beneficial influence exerted by this teacher, over her pu- 
pils, will not be easily dispelled. 

Winter term 12 weeks. Lyman H. Huntley teacher. Wages 
$41. Whole number pupils 29; average 20; not absent one- 
half day 1; No. of visits 20; attended to reading and spelling 
29; penmanship 15; arithmetic 24; geography 13; physiology 
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1; nat. philosophy 3; algebra 2. We believe that Mr. Hunt- 
ley labored faithfully, and good improvement was generally man- 
ifest. Hearty co-operation between parents and teacher was 
lacking, and although we feel that some of the former were inter- 
ested, we will quote the teacher’s remarks on this point. “1 
have labored under great disadvantages, having had no encour- 
agement from any one interested, with the exception of the 
Superintendant.” Without the cordial sympathy of parents and 
older scholars, it is difficult for a teacher to achieve more than 
partial success.
